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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious the article as limited in the present claims. Specifically, the prior art of record 
does not teach the combination of a photocatalytically-activated self-cleaning article comprising a 
substrate, and a photocatalytically activated self-cleaning coating thereon having a thickness of less than 
1000 Angstroms, applied via the claimed methods, and further being present on the substrate as one layer 
of a multilayer stack of coatings wherein the photocatalytically-activated layer is not the uppermost layer. 

Claims 68, 70-76 were amended to reflect the coating as being "photocatalytically activated' 5 and 
not merely "photocatalytically activatable", as "activatable" does not impart any photocatalytic 
limitations but would simply require an ability to be activated
